Ross Aviation Sues 
University And Ft. Rucker 


Lawsuits totaling $4,8 
million were filed today 
by Ross Aviation, Inc,, 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, against 
Embry Riddle University, 
Dayton Beach, Florida, 
and its President, Jack 
R. Hunt, In addition, 
the suits named the for- 
mer Commanding Gen- 
eral of Fort Rucker, Ala- 
bama, General Delk Oden, 
op retired regular Air 
Force General and three 
regular retired Army Co- 
lonels, 

The lawsuits. filed in 
Federal Court in Dothan, 
Alabama, allege that Em- 
bry Riddle University, its 
President, and the five 
retired military officers 
obtained the U, S, Army 
Flight Training Contract 
at Fort Rucker, Alabama, 
for Embry Riddle Univer- 
sity fraudulently and th- 
rough an illegal conspir- 
acy. Ross aviation had 
conducted the Army Fli- 
ght Training Contract for 
nine years prior to it 
being awarded to Embry 
Riddle University in June 
1970, 

The lawsuits specific- 
ally mentioned that the 
defendants violated the U, 
S. Code Title 18 Section 
281 which prohibits form- 
er retired regular milit- 
ary Officials from sell- 
ing, negotiating or con- 
tracting with the govern- 
ment, 

At the time the Army 
Flight Training Contract 
was awarded to Embry 
Riddle University, Gen- 
eral Oden was the Comm- 
anding General of the U, 
S. Army Aviation Center. 
He retired very shortly 
after the contract was 
awarded toEmbry Riddle. 
The other four retired 
military personnel were 
employed by the Univer- 
sity, two as Vice Pres- 
idents and one as the 
Business Manager. Two 
of the Colonels named 
as defendents were for-

There is a group of Coffee 
County citizens and taxpa- 
yers that are being grossly 
mistreated by the Coffee 
County School Board and 
I .can’t help but wonder 
just what would happen. if 
it were affecting more ci- 
tizens, I certainly feel 
that all local citizens 
should be made aware of 
this injustice, 


For ‘instancé, this group 
met with the school board 
for a public hearing con- 
cerning the new bus zones, 
They were requested to 
form a committee instead 
of coming in masses, This 
was done and the committee 
talked to the superinten- 
dent several times and ask- 
ed for representation con- 
cerning the busing of their 
children tothe school which 
many of them have been 
attending since starting 
school, Do you know that 
the school board met at 
night without letting this 
committee know and voted 
to keep the zone drawn 
just as it was? Is this 
the kind of recognition we 
expect from elected offi- 
cials? 

The reason for wanting 
their children bused into 
Elba is because the edu-

tend the county school that 
only one science subject, 
one math subject and no 
language, home economics 
and band are offered to 
the high school students, 
To what’ kind of college 
do you think they would 
be admitted? Would you 
want your child forced to 
attend this kind of school 
just because of where he

Further, are the citizens, . 


of Coffee County aware of 
the fact that approximately 


300 students are bused into 
the Enterprise School Sy- 
stem at Coffee County ex- 
pense and then the County 
School Board will not even 
consider paying the ex- 
pense of Coffee County stu- 
dents being transported 
into the Elba system, How 
do you as a taxpayer like 
knowing that your tax 
money is benefiting Dale 
County children when Cof- 
fee County residents are 
being deprived?

Small Businesses 


Should I manufacture 
widgets or whatsits? Sh- 
ould I sell direct to con- 
sumers or through whole- 
salers? Should‘I expand 
to another store? Should 
I sell to all possible cus- 
tomers or a segment of 
the market? 

Answers to these ques- 
tions are not easily det- 
ermined, The major pro- 
blem is that adequate re- 
liable information if often 
not available to the small 
businessman, To this lack 
of factual information, 
marketing research is des- 
igned, Marketing research 
is ‘* the gathering , re- 
cording and analizing of 
all facts relating to the 
transfer and sale of goods 
and services from produ- 
cer to consumer’ -- in 
other words, providing in- 
formation which will re- 
duce uncertainty. 

Marketing research by a 
Small Business should be 
approached with three con- 
siderations in mind; 1 MR 
should fit the firm’s bud- 
get 2 MR should fit the 
abilities of available per- 
sonnel; and 3 MR should 


be designed to provide in- 


formation*for a particular

Dear Senator Sparkman: 
Many Alabama boat own- 
ers are receiving letters 
from the Merchant Marine 
in which it says it will ac- 
cept registration for pri- 
vately owned boats and mo- 
tors. Do we have to regis- 
ter our boats with this 
agency? 

F, D,, Hartselle 

Answer: No, the pro- 
gram is strictly voluntary, 
The Merchant Marine, 
which is a civilian organ- 
ization, has created a com- 
puterized registry system 
to help protect the boating 
public by helping to reduce 
the high incidence of theft 
and yandalism of boats and 
motors, 


Dear Senator Sparkman: 
I wish to work toward the 
establishment of recycling 
centers in my area, but 
everywhere I go I am told 
that such programs are 
“had economics’’ and 
therefore I get little co- 
operation, What can I do?

Answer: It seems you 
have run into the biggest 
problem involved in estab- 
lishing a successful re- 
cycling operation; that is, 
the problem of finding man- 
ufacturing firms which can 
use the secondary mater- 
jals retrieved from solid 
waste, While it is fin- 
ancially impossible for 
some firms to utilize re- 
trievals from solid waste, 
others may find it less 
expensive to do so, I com- 
mend you for your efforts, 
and I urge you to continue 
to look for that manufact- 
urer who can use recoy- 
ered resources, If you wish

Answer; I can understand 
well your desire tobecome 
a landowner, but the sad 
fact is that there is nofree 
usable land as such within 
the United States, Almost 
all good land is in private 
ownership, The Homestead 
Act of 1862 is still in effect 
and there is some land laeft 
in some of the Western 
states, However, I am told 
that the cost of bringing 
water to this land is form- 
idible. In fact, I underst- 
and it would cost more to 
irrigate the land than it 
would to buy land in our 
own state of Alabama, Even 
Alaska, the so-called 
‘Last  Frontier,’’ offers 
little hope of homesteading 
If you are still interested 
though you may write to 
the Bureau of Land Man- 
agement for further de-

U.S. Bombing Could Speed Complete 


Withdrawal of Our Troops 


SENATOR JIM ALLEN 


The U, S, Senate has de- 
voted hours of heated and 
sometimes bitter partisan 
debate over the President’s 
decision to bomb North Vi- 
etnam. My purpose in tak- 
ing part in this important 
debate was to give an ele- 
ment of bi-partisan sup- 
port of the President’s po- 
licies in directing our 
air force and navy to sup- 
port the South Vietnamese 
in resisting the Commu-

Where is the sympathy for 
the 150,000 new civilian 
war refugees whofledfrom 
the attacking North Vier- 
namese? I think it’s highly 
ct iene that these 
150,000 refugees fled south 
rather than northward, and 
that is a definite commen- 
tary on who the people 
are for in South Vietnam, 

Those who attack the 
President’s decision touse 
air and sea power to dull 
the Communist drive and 
who accuse him of being 
a war-monger conveniently 
ignore the fact that Ameri- 
can ground forces in South 
Vietnam have been reduced 
from more than half amil- 
lion men just three years 
ago to some 70,000 men to- 


day, And too little atten- 
tion has been paid to the 
safety of these 70,000 men 
who would be seriously th- 
reatened if the Communist 
advance isnot stopped, For 
my part, as long as a sin- 
gle American soldier is 
endangered, the President 
must give him protection, 

Those who condemn the 
United States for limited 
bombing of selected mili- 
tary targets need to be re- 
minded that North Vietna- 
mese would not be bombed 
if it had not first attacked 
South Vietnam, 

President Nixon has pro- 
posed that the question of 
who would rule South Viet- 
nam be decided by a free 
election in which the Na- 
tional Liberation Front 
could participate not only 
in the election itself, but 
also in a special commi- 
ssion which would establish 
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the ground rules for the 
election, But Hanoi re- 
fused and concentrated its 
efforts on preparing and 
launching its massive inva- 
sion of the South, 

As our bombing helps 
slow down and stop the 
communist drive it also 
offers a golden opportunity 
not only to continue the 
orderly withdrawal of Am- 
erican troops from South 
Vietnam but also to speed 
up their withdrawal, Once 
all our troops and the pri- 
soners of war and themis- 
sing in action are out of 
Southeast Asia or properly 
accounted for, we can mark 
an end co this tragic in- 
volvement and devote our 
energies to a solution of 
the many problems that 
confront us here on the 
home front, No one will 
be happier than I when

Our massive, uncon- 
trolled welfare system 
supplies workers with the 
initiative, yes even encour- 
ages them tostrike, Thisis! 
true because today a strik- 
er is eligible for so many 
benefits he can make 70 
to 80% of his original avy- 
erage salary without work- 
ing. The hardest thing he 
has to do is sign his name, 

Let me clarify that state- 
ment, The currant average 
wage is all manufacturing 
and similar employment is 
$3.25 an hour - - total

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COMBINATION HEALTH PLAN IS BETTER 


Coming up in Congress are new ideas for expanding 
health care—almoat 80 separate bills. The most extréme 
plan would establish a single massive Federal program 
costing an estimated $70 billion annually. Another of the 
major proposals would rely primarily on private insur- 
ance carriers and cost approximately $8 billion a year, 


The first would require a tremendous additional 
bureaucracy to handle millions of claims, plus a large 
“police department” to monitor hospital, physician, and 
laboratory fees and charges. 


The other is a three-step proposal which would: 1) man- 
date a minimum standard of health insurance for each 
employer to provide for his employees ‘and their depend- 
ents; 2) create a pool which would pay the health insur- 
ance premiums for those who could not afford such pay- 
ments; and 3) continue medicare for the aged, blind, and 
the disabled. 


At the other extreme the least expensive plan is one 
which would cover catastrophic illnesses only, While this 
plan is easier on the pocketbook, it does not treat the root 
causes of skyrocketing health-care costs, but prescribes 
only for one of the factors. The best buy is not always the 
cheapest nor the most expensive, 


It makes good sense to weld the benefits of existing 
private medical care and private health insurance plans 
with a government program to assure that everyone will 
be eligible for adequate medical treatment. Under a total 
government take-over, the cure for runaway health ex- 
penses. might be worse than the admitted ills of rising 
costs and insufficient facilities which now exist.

stamps, It varies from ar- 
ea to area, depending ong 
the number of children and’ 
a number of other factors, 
but you can get $120 to 
$150 worth of food stamps 
for anywhere from $10 to 
$35.

STATE OF ALABAMA 
A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


—_—__.. 

WHEREAS, the Legislature of Ala 
bama at the Third Special Session 1971 
ordered an election to be held by the 
qualificd electors of the State of Ala 
bama upon a certain proposed amend 
ment to the Constitution of Alabama, 
which said amendment is herein set out, 
and by House Joint Resolution No, 125, 
ordered that the said election be held on 
the last Tuesday in May 1972, if such 
date is as much as three months after 
the final adjournment of the Special 
Session at which the amendment was 
Proposed; and ‘ 

WHEREAS, the last Tuesday in May 
1972 will be and occur on May 20, 1972, 
which is more than three months after 
the final adjournment of the Special Ses- 
sion at which the amendment was pro- 
posed; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such election, 
together with the proposed amendment is 
requircd by law and by the provisions 
of the act submitting the amendment to 
be given by a proclamation of the Gov 
ernor to be published in each county in 
the State of Alabama once a week’ for 
four successive weeks next preceding the 
day appointed for the election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, George C 
Wallace, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, direct 
and proclaim that on Tuesday the 30th 
day of May 1972, an election will be 
held at the several polling places within 
the State of Alabama in the manner and 
form provided by law upon the following 
Proposed amendment to the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama of 1901 

“Section 217 (a.) All taxable 
Property within this State, not ex- 
empt by Jaw, shall be divided into 
the following classes for the purposes 
of ad valorem taxation 

"Class 1. All property of utilities 
used in the business of such utill- 
ties, 

"Class Il, All property not other- 
wise classified, 

“Class IIL. All agricultural, forest 
and residential property 

(b) With respect to ad valorem 
taxes levied by the State, all taxable 
Property shall be forever taxed at 
the same rate, and such property 
Shall be assessed for ad valorem tax 
Purposes according to the classes 
thereof as herein defined at the fol 
lowing ratios of assessed value to 
the fair and reasonable market value 
of such property; 

"Class I, 30 percentum 

“Class Il, 25 percentum 

“Class HI. 15 percentum 

“(c) with respect to ad valorem 
taxes levied by counties, municipali 
ties or other taxing authority, all 
taxable property shall be forever 
taxed at the same rate, and such 
Property shall be assessed for ad 
valorem tax purposes according to 
the classes of property defined in 
Paragraph (a) herein and at -the 
Same ratios of assessed value to the 
fair and reasonable market value 
thereof as fixed in paragraph (b) 
herein, provided, however, that the 
Legislature may vary the ratio of 
assessed value to the fair and rea- 
sonable market value as to any class 
of property as defined in paragraph 
(b) herein, and provided, further, 
that the Legislature may fix a uni- 
form ratio of assessment of all prop- 
erty within a county defined in para 
graph (a) herein as Class IT and 
III and may fix a different ratio of 
assessment for property defined in 
Paragraph (a) as Class I. Such 
tatios as herein authorized may vary 
among counties so long as each such 
ratio is uniform within a county 

“No class of property shall have 
a ratio of assessed value to fair and 
reasonable market value of less than 
15 percentum nor more than 35 
percentum, 

“(d) A county, municipality, or 
other taxing authority may decrease 
any ad valorem tax rate at any time, 
Provided such decrease shall not 
jeopardize the payment of any 
bonded indebtedness secured by such 
tax. When the tax assessor of each 
county shall complete the assembly 
of the assessment book for his coun- 


ty for the ad valorem tax year im- 
mediately following the adoption of 
this amendment and the computation 
of ad valorem taxes that will be paid 
upon such assessment, he shall cer- 
tify to each authority within his 
county that levies an ad valorem tax 
the amount of ad valorem tax that 
will be produced by every levy in 
that year but excluding for this 
Purpose any assessment of property 
added to the tax rolls of such coun- 
ty for the tax year in which such 
certification is made that was not 
included on the tax rolls for the 
next preceding tax year. If it shall 
appear that the estimated ad valorem 
fax receipts from any levy so esti- 
mated shall be less than the receipts 
from the same levy during the next 
Preceding ad valorem tax year, then 
the levying authority shall increase 
each tax rate by such millage as is 
necessary to produce revenue that is 
not less than and that is substan. 
tally equal to that received during 
such immediately Preceding tax year. 

It is further provided that any and 

all millage adjustments shall be 

made in increments of not less than 

2 mill. The adjustment herein re- 
quired shall be made only one time 
and shall be made in the ad valorem 
tax year - immediately following the 
adoption of this amendment. 

(e¢) Any county, municipality, or 
other taxing authority may increase 
the rate at which ad valorem taxes 
are levied above the limit now pro-

not be repealed, except by subse- 
quent legislative act, and shall! re- 
main in full force and effect 

(g) Whenever any constitutional 
Provision or. statute Provides for, 
limits or measures the power cf au- 
thority of any county, municipality 
or other taxing authority to levy 
taxes, borrow money, or incur in- 
debtedness in relation to the assess- 
ment of property therein for state 
taxes or for state and county taxes, 
such provision shall mean as as- 
sessed for county or municipal taxes 
as the case may be 

(h) Any provision of the Consti- 
tution of Alabama to the coi Tary 
notwithstanding, ad valorem taxes 
Shall never exceed 112% of the fair 
and reasonable market value of the 
Property in any one taxable year 

(i) The following property shall be 
exempt from all ad valorem taxa- 
tion: The real and persona} property 
of the state, counties and ntunicipali- 
hes and property devoted exclusively 
to religious, educational or charita- 
ble purposes.”

Smart described ‘‘paid 
up additions’’ as amounts 
of insurance requiring no 
further premiums and 
which are added tothe po- 
licy account, The added 
insurance protection con- 
tinues until death and to 
maturity of endowment 
policies, 

He said that nationally 
the 650,000 veterans who 
leave their insurance di- 
vidends with VA in cred- 
it or deposit accounts , 
may use all or part of 
their accumulated divi- 
dends (as well as future 
dividends) to buy paid up 
additions, 

He cxplained that vet- 
erans who take their in- 
surance dividends in cash 
may elect in writing to 
use future dividends to 
buy ‘‘paid up additions’’. 
If they choose, they will 
also be allowed to use 
cash dividend they re~ 
ceive this year for that 
purpose,
